Are you to be caught with a gilded Fly ? 
and your Dependants to be made the laugh- 
ing-ſtock of the Populace ? 


If your L--—--p imagines we ſhall run 
greater Riſques, or be ſubject to more In- 
conveniences, by purſuing the old Method 
in my Journal, at this Time, than we were 
formerly; I muſt deſire. you to take this 

Con- 
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Conſideration along with you. There are 
many Dangers which we cannot avoid, but 
by incurring greater : -The leaping out of 
* a Chamber-Window when the Stair-caſe 
is on Fire, is a prudent Election, under 
* a calamitous Neceflity, of chooſing the 
* leaſt Evil of the two, and the great Dan- 
ger of the leap is warranted by the greater 
« Danger of the Fire.” Now it happens 
my L---d, that we have no other Chance 
before us, but either to ſuffer the higheſt 
Degree of Shame and Diſappointment, or of 
proſtituting our Conſciences for the obtaining 
our Ends and bettering our Fortunes.

Is it a Thing 
unbecoming, or irreligious to exercife thoſe 
ſuperior Talents with which God has indu'd 
us, without a promis d Maintenance or Sa- 
lary? or without Reſpect to Things that are 
ſordid and temporal? Do the Cy purſue 
this Method? I am, and your L------p 1s 
alſo, very far from this Opinion, I do in no 
wiſe think it immoral or unbecoming, or 
that the Care for a great Eſtate, and for a 
large Share of Power deſerve the Epithets 
of ſordid and ambitiouss We know that 
Men's Minds are grown more carnal and 
ſenſual than ever: That Riches and Power 
are the only God's ador'd here, and that 
the Man who can ſhow a good Face, fifty 
thouſand Pounds in Bank Bills, and a landed 
Eſtate of ten thouſand Pounds per An. ſhall 
gain more Reſpect and Honour than Virtue 
herſelf, if ſhe appears naked. Alas! my 
L— d, we have very few Philoſophers 
among us, who will admire }/:/dom in Rags, 
"Tis very neceſlary therefore, that wwe as 
well as our Patrons ſhou'd enjoy Plenty of 
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Riches, becauſe it will gain us Reſpe& from 
our Readers, who on this Conſideration only, 
will more eaſily yield up their Hearts to our 
Impoſitions ; and becauſe we can then give 
greater Incouragement to our Mercenaries, 
who when they are not liable, by ill For- 
tune and the Croſſes of the World to have 
their Studies interrupted, will more vigo- 
roully purſue the glorious Deſign of making 
their Countrymen happy.

Nothing, perhaps, has more fatally be- 
tray'd the Cauſe of Liberty, in which we 
were engag'd, than the not ſufficiently at- 
tending to this one important Point; by 
which ſome of our Champions, have been 
inadvertently led to miſtake their Ground, 
and to turn their Weapons againſt us. A 
Conduct, which has not only given the 
Advantage to our profeſs'd Enemies, but 
has depriv'd us, by its ſtrange Repreſenta- 
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tions, of many ; who might, if they had 
been properly retain'd, and introduc'd to 
dur Acquaintance, have prov'd among the 
heartieſt of our Friends; for it is, I am 
too ſenſible, very much owing to thoſe 
falſe Neticns of your L--------p's unbounded 
Avarice, and to the being unhappily taught 
and enconrag'd to allow themſelves in 
doubting your Generofity at firſt, that fo 
many contract this fopular Opinion, and are 
led raſhly to indulge a Habit which they 
can never afterwards get clear of, and 
which I am afraid is too much our Caſe 
at preſent.

Among 
all . the laboured Performances of or v 
thy Set of Patriots, no regular Syſtem of 
Government has been laid down, and ſted- 
faſtly adher'd to by any one of them. Their 
Opinions differ'd at firſt ſetting out, and 
remain unſettied to this Day. The Reader 
is, left as much in the dark as they found 
him, and all the Benefit and Advantage he 
receives thereby is to be furniſh'd with a 
Common Place-Book of Noiſe, Calumny and 
Detraction. In one Place we are told that 
our ancient Conſtitution was the moſt ami- 
able, we hear the Revolution zealouſly de- 
cry'd, and a ne Revolution advis'd. Then 
they complain that the King's Preregetive is 
too far extended, even to an unreaſonable 
Degree, and yet madeſtly deſire that the Ex- 
erciſe of it, may be ſolely intruſted to them,

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and make uſe of every Art to procure it. 
Anon, the Sufferings of the People are 
loudly complain'd of, and every Pericd 
rings with Liberty. The *##**### is re. 
preſented as a Tyrant, and the M-----—-r 
as a Traytor to his Country. J mention 
this with great Regret, as I am very ſenſi- 
ble it is a Conſequence, of which your 
L-------p had no Apprehenſion, and which 
was far from your Intention in the Eſta» 
bliſhment. Your Deſign was, no doubt, 
ſalutary, laudable; and inſtructive; but 
give me Leave to repeat it: This Scheme, 
as it was then manag'd, and as it has been 
ſince apply'd ; in the Event, proves more fa- 
tally injurious to the Cauſe of Liberty, and 
more inſtrumental to the unhinging of Go- 
vernment, than any that either the Art or 
Malice of its worſt Enemies cou'd ever have 
invented.

The Scotch 
Greyhound and Eſquire Tyler muſt alſo be 
poſtpon'd for the preſent, and the latter, 
has really ſome valuable Qualifications, 
which he derives from the good Lady, his 
Great-Grandmother at Batterſea, and which 
he has improv'd at Mugwell Hall, and 
play'd off pretty ſucceſsfully throughout this 
opulent City; even the R----y F---—y has 
not eſcap'd him: On which account it, 
perhaps, might not be imprudent to let 
him perform a certain Operation upon your 
L------p at the old Gentlewoman's Country 
Houſe, as ſoon as Seaſon and Circumſtances 
permit.
